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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The claimed invention has the benzyl subsitutents on the 3 position 
of the indolenic terminal moiety, while the closest prior art has them as N substitutents. The tominaga et al. references 
already show that the optical recording media using the benzyl substitutent cyanine dyes have improved performance 
over alkyl substituted dyes X and Y as evidenced in table 2 of each of those references. The applicant may have data 
which directly compares with the data found in these references, (ie C/N and reflectance initial and after 2500 hours of 
aging. The applicant should choose compounds similar to those of the prior art, , such as compounds 1 and 30 of the 
instant application which are nitro substituted like the pror art and compound 23 and 12, which are similar to disclosed 
compound which is similar to the compound 2 in colume 5 of Hamada et al. As the prior art applied is assigned to the 
same assignee as the instant applicant, the applicant may have performance data stored which can address these 
issues. An example of asymmetric cyanine dyes are those of Sato et al. 4735839 and Liao et al. 6821708, which 
discuss the benefits of these.
